Dr. Meek, vice president of 
The University of Tennessee In 
charge of Martin Branch, said 
that enrollment for fall quarter 
1967 will be twice the enroll¬ 
ment of fall quarter 1963. In 
other words the facilities avail¬ 
able In 1963 will need roughly 
to be doubled by 1967. Housing 
the expected number of students 
will Incur the greatest expense 
In facilities needed during the 
next two years. 

In September of 1965, a 
men’s new dormitory will be 
completed and ready for 264 
occupants. The dorm, known 
in the planning stage as Unit 
One, will be begun within the 
next few days. 

Vice President Meek re¬ 
ceived a telegram Tuesday 
morning from Senator Albert 
Gore which stated: “Glad to 
advise approval of community 
facilities administration col¬ 
lege housing loan In amount of 
$834,000 to University of Ten¬ 
nessee for construction of 
three-story residence hall to 
house 264 men students of Mar¬ 
tin campus.” (Signed) Albert 
Gore, U.S. Senate, Washington, 
D.C. This efderal money will 
be supplemented by approxi¬ 
mately $100,000 of state funds. 

Two more such dorms for 
men, Units Three and Four 
will be Joined together and will 
be constructed near Jeffress 
Street across the street from 
Mr. and Mrs. Gene Stanford's 
residence and will provide 
rooms for 264 men each or a 
total of 528. As a result of 
a conservative enrollment pro¬ 
jection these units will have to 
be ready In the fall of 1966. 
It is anticipated the university 
administration will recommend 
this new the Novem¬ 

ber trustees' meeting. 

Another dorm addition con¬ 
nected to Unit One, which will 
be begun In a few days, will 
have to be ready by the fall 
of 1967. This new building 
called Unit Two, will be occu¬ 
pied by men, and Unit One will 
house women at first. The two 
units will be Joined together. 

The following fall, 1968, an¬ 
other residence hall will be 
erected to house 300 men stu¬ 
dents. 


Dr. Meek stated, “It is prob¬ 
able that the enrollment will 
exceed present estimates, and 
revisions upward will have to 
be made.” 

In addition to new dorm 
facilities, plans for the student 
center at UTMB are In pro¬ 
gress according to Dr. Ed 
Boling, vice president for de¬ 
velopment. The first design for 
the student center did not meet 
the requirements set up byU-T 
Knoxville architects. The sec¬ 
ond design for the center will 
be prepared and checked. The 
architects and university ad¬ 
ministrators will be on UTMB 
campus any day to pin-point the 
exact place to build the student 
center. It is expected to be 
immediately west of and In line 
with the women’s Residence 
Hall. 

In addition to other facilities 
for the activities in the student 
center, a cafeteria and snack 
bar will be Included to accom¬ 
modate 1,000 students. The 
building will be designed In 
such a way that It can be en¬ 
larged by additions. 

Another building to be begun 
on UTMB campus by spring of 
1965 Is the new library build¬ 
ing, according to Dr. Boling. 
Plans for the library have been 
completed and turned over to 
the U-T architects. The uni¬ 
versity is awaiting application 
forms for filing with the proper 
state commission. The site for 
the new library will probably 
be at the Green House on campus 
and south beyond the drive and 
the pecan tree, Vice President 
Meek satd. 

Vice President Meek said 
that despite die favorable situ¬ 
ation enjoyed by UTMB In the 
fall of 1963, space-use studies 
show that anew academic build - 
Log-will be requ4ndj»4he fall 
-of 1967 as the-answers ex¬ 
panded needs for classrooms 
and laboratories. 

Expanded enrollment usual¬ 
ly justifies or demands the 
enrichment of existing courses 
of study and expansion of 
elective courses and the uni¬ 
versity administration will con¬ 
tinually study any expansion of 
tlnually study any expansion 
needs In academic fields that 
enrollment suggests, said Vice 
President Meek. 


Numerous Counties 
Represented Here 

Approximately 43 counties 
of the state send students to 
The University of Tennessee 
Martin Branch. 

A total of 1,847 students 
registered for fall quarter at 
UTMB. 

Weakley County has the 
largest enrollment of students 
at UTMB for the fall quarter 
with 310. 

Shelby County Is second with 
214 students and third Is Obion 
County with 181. 

The remainder of the Ten¬ 
nessee counties with a large 
enrollment are Gibson, 161; 
Carroll, 90; Dyer, 84; Henry, 
83; Madison, 60; Crockett, 54; 
Lauderdale, 47; Henderson, 41; 
Davidson and Hardin, 40; Hum¬ 
phreys and Lake, 32 and Decatur 
and Hardeman each have 27. 

There are 107 out-of-state 
students on the UTMB campus 
with 21 states being represented 
In that number.

Lad Overcomes Obstacles 
To Become UTMB Registrar

The desire to play basket¬ 
ball motivated a young man of 
undiscovered potential to return 
to his high school career. 

In 1933, the depression had 
been a hard blow to Graves 
County, Kentucky. Being the 
oldest of six children, the tall 
lanky teenager terminated his 
education for three years. 


When he was 17, there was 
a train wreck in his hometown 
of Wlngo, Kentucky. Several 
of the cars were filled with 
gasoline. While he and his uncle 
were trying to get some of the 
gasoline, it exploded. His uncle 
was burned to death and the 
young man experienced severe 
burns. 

The doctors Informed his 
parents that it would be best 
to amputate his leg. Like any 
young person with a lifetime 
ahead, this was tragic. He 
boldly told his mother that if 
they cut off his leg he would 
kill himself. They waited. As 
days passed, his leg began to 
show improvement. 

By the next school year, he 
was again on the basketball 
court. Because of his badly 
scarred leg, he suggested to 
the coach that the team wear 
long stockings. They were 
probably the first team in Ken¬ 
tucky to wear long socks. 

After returning and receiv¬ 
ing his diploma, he was offered 
five basketball scholarships. 
However, with the burden of the 
depression on his shoulders and 
no money, the Kentucky lad 


turned to various odd jobs from 
a packing company in Michigan 
to a chain store in Chicago. 

In 1937, he returned to his 
homeplace and fell in love with 
Marie Cavender. 

When America was faced 
with sudden war, he wanted to 
join the Navy, but was turned 
down for physical reasons. Yet, 


he did serve in the Civil Ser¬ 
vice with the Army Signal 
Corps. His heart was still 
Navy, so after seven tries, he 
passed his Navy physical. In 
boot camp, the man from Ken¬ 
tucky was on the championship 
basketball team. 

At 32, he came home one day 
and announced to Marie that he 
wanted to go to college. In 
three years and nine months he 
completed five school years of 
work at Murray State. 

With a masters degree un¬ 
der his hat, he moved Marie, 
Barry and Jan Marie to ElPaso, 
Texas, where he served as field 
engineer with RCA. 

The University of Tennessee 
Martin Branch called the taU 
man with the slow smile to be¬ 
come a physics instructor. At 
first, he turned them down be¬ 
cause of the drop in salary. 
Yet, he became satisfied with 
the prospect. So, in a few days, 
he made arrangements to move 
his family back to Tennessee. 

Today, Henry C. Allison, a 
man with smiling eyes and 
slightly grayed wavy hair, oc¬ 
cupies the position of registrar 
at UTMB

Orangemen Lose i 
To Racers 32-14 I 


The Thoroughbreds of Mur¬ 
ray State College rolled In last 
weekend and caught The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch Volunteers flat-footed 
In a 32-14 rout at Martin In 
the second home game of the 
season. 

For the first time this sea¬ 
son, the Vols were completely 
down. The offensively strong 
Kentuckians capitalized on wide 
options and middle-line bucks 
starring two Little All-Ameri¬ 
can candidates, Charlie Forrest 
at quarterback and Tommy 
Glover at fullback, to produce 
the Racers’ fourth win of a 
four-game series. 

After having two earlier 
scoring drives stopped, the Vols 
successfully completed a thrust 
In the final period with tailback 
Larry Shanks taking six yard 
honors. The freshman also 
crashed over from outside to 
take a two point follow-up. Fol¬ 
lowing a recovered fumble on 
the five, freshman quarterback 
Charles Wynn swept end on the 
second down for a two-yard 
marker. The two extra points, 
however, did not present them¬ 
selves. 

Statistically, the game was 
fairly even. In passing, Murray 
completed eight out of 12 at¬ 
tempts oL 130 yards,, whiter 
UTMB received 138-’yards by 
way of eight completions of 22 
attempts. The Racers rolled 
up 219 yards rushing to the 
Vols 124. Glover, mentioned 
earlier, accounted for 98 of 
MSC’s rushlngyards, andChuck 
Lewis continued In leading the 
Vols rushing attack with 46 
yards. Shanks was close be¬ 
hind with 37. In first downs, 
Murray had 15 to the Vols 14, 
while the visitors were penaliz¬ 
ed 120 yards to the Vols’ 65
